There will be some disappointment that 
Edmonton's tax-rate is to be the same this 
year as in 1944 and 1943—49'. mills. But 
it is doubtful if there was either a general 
or very positive expectation that the rate 
would be set at a lower figure. Wartime 
conditions still prevail, material and labor 
costs higher than they were in pre-war 
years, and there is a heavy accumulation 
of street improvement and other construc- 
tion work to be dealt with. 

Undoubtedly 49'. mills is a high rate 
on anything more than an absurdly low 
assessment. But in the circumstances of 
today it sounds worse than it is. Property 
values and rentals have gone up, making 
the rate less out of proportion and less bur- 
densome than it would have been in pre- 
war years—when the rate was in fact much 
higher. People are not being taxed out of 
their homes, and are not at all likely to be 
while employment and business remain on 
their present high level. On the contrary, 
arrears piled up in former years are being 
cleared off.
